2* I showed Chaney all the deads is ay possession. tfe 
west ever the deads and diagrams la considerable detail, lie 
agrees with us on merger of the oawawwnt; although suggested 
there sight be seme possibility that the Maedasee Scattergocxi 
sad Thome could slain access. Originally he had in sdad, 
and apparently Sedan had a p pr o v e d , our receiving the hud under 
an express written condition that we would inae&lately buy up 
aay rights that sight exist that would eventually require the 
provision of access. 

3. Z pointed out to hla tin adverse publicity effect 
tide could have. Such rights Z noted ere ephemeral at best 
and probably there are none existing. I did state however 
that Z felt the Streeter would give very serious con side ration 
to accepting subject to the conditions of the 1936 dead. It 
might be acted pconothetically that we probably have no choice 
other than to accept those conditions anyway since tbs dead 
was to the Uhl ted States Go ve r nmen t and not to say particular 
branch, thereof. Sa agreed that this would serve the purpose. 

Ms farther agreed to keep say mention of tide in the commission 
asetlflg or in the minutes thereof down to an shm o lut* minimum. 
Xn res ponse to ay request for expedition he said that he would 
try to sestoe Mouse's a p p ro va l to a round robin latter to the 
namfiarn of the commission so that ws could get approval of 
the Set&octtl lark Service transfer without welting for the 
commission's August meeting. 

5 . Me Is proposing to move ahead with the tripartite 
agreement required within the next couple of weeks. I offered 
my services if they would be of any value.
